NOTES AND COMMENTS 

A merchant voices a complaint. He 
is confronted with the same difficulty 
that all retailers experience—that is 
mail order selling, and asks The jour¬ 
nal to saf something about it. This 
paper has stated its views on mail 
order buying very emphatically, but 
it realizes that this will not effect a 
remedy. It is true as the merchant 
states, that local-tedies’ organizations 
will ask merchants to donate towards 
their various efforts by purchasing 
space on programs, by selling them 
goods at cost and in other ways assist¬ 
ing them, yet individually they will 
send their cash business to the mail 
order house. Now this is not playing 
fair with the local merchant. True, 
working people must spend their dol¬ 
lars to the best advantage, but at the 
same time if they wish local stores to 
remain in business and give them ser¬ 
vice at any ‘time’ it is required, they 
must realize tjjat making all of their 
cash purchases from mail order 
houses is helping to cripple local busi¬ 
ness, and detract from the service 
| which they demand from local re¬ 
tailers. 

• • • 

Music is a great aid in creating at¬ 
mosphere at the movies. A fine pic- 
I ll,re will often be spoiled by music 
entirely unsuited to it. At a time 
j when there should he subtle strains 
j stealing forth from the orchestra* pit, 

1 you often hear wretched jazz which 
is so entirely out of harmony with 
the subject of the picture that it pro¬ 
duces the same effect as discordant 
music. Movie producers take the 
trouble to have suitable music accom¬ 
pany their pictures, knowing full well 
what a help it is and how acceptable 
to the audience, but amateur orches¬ 
tras take the line of least resistance 
| and play any old thing they happen 
to know. This is a common exper¬ 
ience of movie ^ans in small towns. 
When the heroine is dying the chances 
are that the musicians will play the 
grand march or a lively two-step, 
possibly to hasten her along. Far 
better*if there is no suitable music 
available that the audience be spared 
the agony of conflict which the op¬ 
posite effects in the picture and the 
music will produce. 

• • • 

While on the subject of the movies, 
the “talkies” are being perfected to 
such an extent that in a Calgary the¬ 
atre the entire program is carried 
through without a house orchestra or 
even a pianist, all the music required 
for a two hours’ program being re¬ 
produced with the pictures shown. 
This ensures complete harmony and 
is very pleasing. We cannot-expect 
to have such programs in the smaller 
centres, even though in Coleman quite 
often big feature pictures are shown 
a^ead of the cities of this province, 
and. for this: the local management 
are to be commended for their enter : 
prise. The pictures play such an Im¬ 
portant part in the lives of people 
nowadays that everyone is more or 
less interested, and there is much con¬ 
nected with them that can rightly be 
classed as news. 

• • • 

A weekly newspaper on The Jour¬ 
nal's exchange list makes some in¬ 
teresting comment on the liquor 
store profits, stating that in its par¬ 
ticular town $30,000 is taken out of 
local circulation in profits alone by 
the government liquor department. 
With the enormous profits recorded 
last year, possibly he is conservative 
in his estimate. The profits would be 
considered outrageous if the goods 
were being sold by private concerns, 
but of cburse you don’t have to buy. 
Some people might urge the govern¬ 
ment to still further* increase the 
price, and so deter people from pur¬ 
chasing it. The evil result of this 
would be that the path o i the illicit 
liquor distiller would be made easier 
for the disposal'of his wares. It is a 
hard problem to solve. High costs of 
liquor, and education of the people as 
to its uselessness in this day and age 
will possibly eventually eliminate the 
sale of whiskey.

Variety is the spice of life. This 
is not the reason of us sometimes 
printing a lot more news than then 
is advertising, or vice versa. Out 
ideal would be to print an equal vol¬ 
ume of each weekly, but it cannot be 
done.

as essential for a good seed-bed, let j 
us not forget the importance of sow¬ 
ing good sound seed, pure as to vari¬ 
ety, free from weed seeds, of high Q 
vitality, and which has been treated 
for smut. 

The time never was more oppor¬ 
tune or more ripe for the necessity 
ot sowing pure seed than it is to¬ 
day. 

With the ever-increasing weed 
problem, and the multiplicity of va¬ 
rieties that aro on the market, tbe 
time Is at hand when we must sow 
pure seed, if we expect to reap the 
highest returns from our farms. 

The wide-awake fanner does not 
wait until the last minute to prepare 
and clean his seed, and will always 
be found ready when seeding time 
arrives, to bow seed that has been 
cleaned, of good germination, end 
which has been treated for smut. 

The practice of the Morden Ex¬ 
perimental Station, to regard to seed 
grain. Is to clean all grain intended 
for seed purposes shortly after 
freeze-up and to forward two-pound 
samples to the Dominion Seed 
Branch, Winnipeg for grading and 
germination test. 

With the long winter days, when 
the farmer has ample time to spare, 
why not crank the little gas engine, 
start the fanning mill going, get the 
seed grain ready, and b<* prepared 
for the big rush to the spring. 

For those farmers who are Intend¬ 
ing purchasing seed grain, now Is the 
time to get busy. Don’t delay, but 
secure your seed early, then you will 
have no worries about seed grain 
when spring opens up. 

In a seed grain survey made in 
Manitoba, one farmer was sowing 
seed supposed to be Marquis, but up¬ 
on analysis, only 60 per cent, was 
Marquis, while the other 40 per cent, 
consisted of weed seeds, and other 
varieties of grains. 

We cannot hope to produce grain 
that will maintain our high stand¬ 
ards on world markets If more atten¬ 
tion Is not given to the seed we sow.

according to scientists, of necessity 
indicate a high order of intelligence. 
A famous example, writes “Engi¬ 
neering,” is that of Tom Fuller, a 
Negro slave horn in Virginia, who 
though he could neither read nor 
write, astonished 18th century inves¬ 
tigators by his feats in mental 
arithmetic. Jacques Inaudie again 
who could multiply four figures by 
four figures In his head as rapidly as 
a skilled operator could perform the 
feat with a machine, was merely an 
imperfectly educated peasant from. 
Piedmont. He could also give the 
product of still larger numbers, but 
the advantage then lay with the ma-1 
chine. Some eminent mathematicians 
have ,of course, also shone as com¬ 
puters, and Euler must have had 
marvellous powers of what Bidder 
called "registration,” since he was

Preparing For Air Service 

Aerodromes- Arc To Be Built 
South African Jungle 

Jungle aerodromes are being laid 
out in Africa in preparation for the 
air service from Cairo to Johannes¬ 
burg. Thousands of trees have had to 
be felled and their roots dug up to 
provide landing spaces. Ant-hills 
have been, in many places, removed 
by hand, as no other means 
available. Some of them were 
25 feet in height. Experimental 
flights are to be made next summer 
as a preliminary to the regular ser¬ 
vice. The whole journey of 5,000 miles 
will take five or six days • instead of 
two months by existing means of 
transport.
